Fifteen Good Rules 
Listed For Safety 
On The Farm 


A mental alertness; a safety 
consciousness; the ability to 
recognize hazards and a de- 
termination to eliminate them; 
and efficiency in all farm op- 
erations—are more essential 
to safety in agriculture than 
any rules or regulations. How- 
ever, for the sake of brevity, 
here are 115 good rules, which,
